ing LSD and the Search For God, 
Snow White, EGOTONES, Sacred 
Trees, thom simon, smear & more; 
Lighting by Mad Alchemy. 

LSD and the Search for God hit 
the Northern California coast in 
2005 — seemingly from another 
place and time — dosing San Fran- 
cisco with hypnotic shows built 


upon swirling guitars, otherworld- 
ly drones, fuzzed-out pop melodies 
and dreamy vocal harmonies. 
“Their 
around the shoegaze genre with 
both front man Andy Liszt and 
guitarist Chris Fifield congregating 


sound weaves heavily 


about 50 effects pedals between 
them,” notes Brighton’s Finest. 

With reviews of early shows 
and recordings drawing compari- 
sons to My Bloody Valentine, 
Slowdive, Yo La Tengo, Spacemen 
3 and Sonic Youth, the band 
quickly developed a must-see repu- 
tation within the underground psy- 
chedelic music scene. 


When LSD finally released 
their self-titled debut EP (Mind 
Expansion Records, 2007) it sold 
out from the record label prior to 
the official release date. It earned 
critical acclaim and continues to 
frequently appear on lists of essen- 
tial shoegaze releases. The EP was 
twice reissued on vinyl (Deep Space 
Recordings, 2008, 2015), twice on 
cassette (Cellar Door Tapes, 2015), 
and selected tracks were featured 
on three compilations: Mind 
Expansion Vol. 1, M.E. Vol. 2, 
and Australian nugazer compila- 
tion Take Me on the Wildest Spree 
(Rubber Records/EMI, 2008). 


LSD’s most recent release, 
Heaven Is a Place (Space Age 
Recordings, 2016), captures a snap- 
shot in time soon after Ricky 
Maymi (Brian Jonestown Massa- 
cre) temporarily joined the band 
on drums. Like the self-titled EP, 
it garnered critical acclaim and 
frequented many Best Of lists. 
Pop Matters calls it, 
awaited sermon for the faithful

and a blazing induction for new 
converts,” while Primal Music says 
it’s, “another astonishing collection 
of five psychedelic stories glisten- 
ing with the same spaced out 
ingredients that blew my mind way 


back in 2007.” 

LSD’s time and space travels 
have led them all over the U.S., 
Canada and Europe, includ- 
ing tours with Martin Rev (Sui- 
cide), Sonic Boom (Spacemen 3), 
and The Telescopes, as well as 
appearances at Levitation--Austin 
Psych Fest, SoCal’s 
Daze, Manchester’s Cosmosis Fes- 
tival (with The Jesus and Mary 
Chain), Bathysphere (with A Place 
To Bury Strangers), twice at Desert 
Stars (first with Black Rebel 
Motorcycle Club, then The Dandy 
Warhols), Calgary’s Garbage Daze,

Really good 
music doesn’t make you feel 
good; it makes you feel like 
you’re not alone.” 

As No Rain, No Rose landed, 
he caught the attention of none 
other than Jack Johnson. Through 
a serendipitous series of events,

Live in a Ponka land- 
ed in Johnson’s car stereo during 
a California coastal road trip. 
Shortly after, Jack reached out 
and Craigie soon found himself 
onstage for 12 shows during 
Johnson’s 2017 summer tour 
including performances at The 
Greek Theatre in 
California and The Gorge in 


Berkeley, 


Washington. Along the way, he 
earned acclaim from SF Weekly, 
Seattle Times, AXS, and more. 

Festival appearances also 
include Oregon Country Fair, 
Kate Wolf Music Festival, High 
Sierra Music Festival, Burning 
Man, Pickathon, and many oth- 
ers. 

When Craigie plays, it’s one of 
those special shows that can 
make you laugh and cry in the 
same song. It’s a musical journey 
that can’t be denied. 


BEN MORRISON 


Born in Petaluma, California, 
Ben Morrison (along with his 
brother Alex) began playing gui- 
tar and singing songs at age 12, 
taking a liking to Rock and 
Roll. The brothers grew up 
around music, hosting music 
parties. Both the Morrison 
brothers’ parents were musicians. 
They were inspired mostly by 
their mother, who was in 
a folk band, harmonizing 
with other singers in 
their living room. 

“The Morrison 
house was a gath- 
ering place for 
local musicians — 
everyone would 
bring an instru- 
ment, call out 
tunes, call out 
changes, and just 
play for hours” 
says Brothers 
Comatose bassist, 
Giovanni Benedetti. 

The Brothers 
Comatose band 
began with the two 
brothers

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Zeppelin, the Rolling Stones, 
and Creedence Clearwater Revival 
before developing into what is 
often described as a high-energy, 
foot-stompin: “rowdy” folk- 
rock string band. The group has
